REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's arguments regarding "the same layer" in claim 1 is not persuasive. First, in applicant's invention there is a dielectric 
layer of material between the electrodes of the trench capacitor. There is also a dielectric layer of material between the substrate 
and vertical interconnect . These two dielectric material layers are not the same exact layer because the same exact material is 
not present at each location. In the figures, for example 2d. the layers are not even directly adjacent. Therefore, they are not 
technically the "same" layer. At best they are formed of the same type of material, similar to Chudzik. They clearly are not the 
exact same material layer or else they would be the same layer exactly and at the same location. The claim can be broadly read, 
however, as the "same layer" connoting the same "type" of material layer. Otherwise there could be 35 USC 1 12 2" paragraph 
implications. The present claims broadly construed do not structurally distinguish over the applied art, particularly where Chudzik 
shows the "same" dielectric layer material between trench capacitor electrodes and between a substrate and interconnect layer.
